Hennings Subcommittee 
Reports Facilities 
Here Are Inadequate 
— Trouble Predicted 
Unless Improved.

WASHINGTON, March 7 — 
Juvenile delinquency in _ St. 
Louis and St. Louis county is 
increasing, and facilities now in 
existence or planned are not 
adequate to prevent or reduce 
it, a Senate subcommittee re- 
ported yesterday. 


The subcommittee, headed by 

Senator Thomas C. Hennings 
Jr. (Dem.), Missouri, said St. 
Louis “will be having serious 
trouble for itself in the future” 
unless juvenile workers “are 
provided with better tools for 
the job.” 
' Urging a co-ordinated attack 
on the problem, the interim 
report made eight recommenda- 
tions for improving correc- 
tional, recreational’ and mental 
health facilities, which it ‘said 
were now inadequately staffed 
and financed. 

Full-Time Judges Urged. ° 


The subcommittee, which 
held hearings in St. Louis last 
July 6 and 7, also suggested 
appointment of full-time or 
long-term juvenile court judges, 
instead of the present practice 


of rotating the juvenile assign- hibiti 


ment among circuit judges. 

The report questioned wheth- 
er St. Loufs’s curfew ordinance 
had been effective, “in view of 
the fact that the juvenile court 
judge indicated a 20 per cent 
increase in cases despite the 
curfew.” A re-evaluation of the 
curfew was strongly recom- 
mended. 

“While there seems to be 
some dispute in the testimony 
presented as to the exact per- 
ce e of the rise in juvenile 
delinquency in St. Louis, there 
was almost universal agreement 
among witnesses that within the 
past several years it has taken 
a turm upward,” the report 
stated. ' 

Rise in Serious Crimes. 


“The most serious aspects of 
the juvenile délinquency prob- 


relate ‘to ie dene Ta 4 
d of the class 1 and .

These offenses -in- 
clude murder, rape, robbery, ag-

“William Kline, county counh- 
selor, indicated that the acts of 
juvenile delinquency have been 
more brutal and severe within 
the last ‘several years, of a 
more violent nature than those 
committed in the past. 

“Ralph Smith, chief proba- 
tien officer of St. Louis county, 
when questioned about the vi- 
cious and brutal attacks on citi- 
zens by juveniles, stated:. 

‘We have had more within 
the last six months, it seems to 
me than ever before... .’” 

Hennings, who presided at the 
St. Louis hearings, said the sub- 
committee’s purpose “was not 
to criticize the city or any of 
the agencies or departments 
concernéd with delinquency and 
related problems,” but to ob- 
tain facts about the problem. 


Better Tools Needed. 


The report drew this princi- 
pal conelusion: “From the testi- 
mony presented at the hearings, 
there is little doubt in the 
minds of the subcommittee that 
the many earnest men and wom- 
en striving to fight juvenile de- 
linquency in St. Louis are hav- 
ing their efforts dissipated un- 
less they are provided with 
better tools for the job. 

“The story of juvenile delin- 
quency in St. Louis, as in many 
other cities, and the reasons 
for its sharp rise . .. lie in 
the inadequacy of facilities and 
services over the past years. 

“Juvenile delinquency as it 
occurred in St. Louis in 1955 
cannot be reduced or prevented, 
by facilities which now exist 
or are in the planning stage.”

—A bill increasing the size of 
“small” loans subject to special 
high interest rates was intro- 
duced in the House today with 
the backing of banking interests 
and small loan firms. 

The bill would permit lend- 
ers to charge 26.6 per. cent an- 
nual interest on_ installment 
loans up to $600, Under the 
present Missouri small loan 
law, enacted in 1951, the top 
loan subject to the special high 
interest charges is $400. 

The new proposal was intro- 
duced by State Representative 
Floyd L. Snyder (Dem.) of In- 
dependence and eight other 
House members. Snyder said 
he offered the bill at the re- 
quest of bankers from western 
Missouri. He said no small loan ~ 
company representatives had - 
talked to him about the bill, but 
he understands they are for the 
change. 

Snyder contended the bill is— 
needed because of the “tight 
money’ situation. He said that 
the size of consumer credit type 
loans covered by the Missouri 
small loan law has increased in 
size because of the inflationary 
rise in prices.

For Nursing Homes Goes to Blair ser’s°Spceduine se. (Dem

JEFFERSON CITY, March 7 
~—Missouri’s first comprehen- 
sive fire safety code for nurs- 
ing homes was submitted to 
Gov. James T. Blair today. 

He said he will order the fire 
prevention regulations into ef- 
fect as soon as the State Legis- 
lature completes action on a 
bill giving the State Division 
of Health broad powers to es- 
tablish and enforce stringent 
nursing home regulations. 

The House today, however, 
delayed action on the enabling 
legislation, known as the Sprad- 
ling bill, until Monday. Repre- 
sentative Richard H. Ichord 
(Dem.), Houston, requested ta- 
bling the measure so he could 
study it further. He said he is 
concerned with differentiating 
between nursing homes in cities 
and those in rural areas. 

He said homes in cities can 
charge $200 and $300 a month 
for each occupant and could 
more easily comply with regula- 
tions, while those in rural areas 
charge. about $55 a month per 
occupant and would have a 
much harder time complying. 


He said he would attempt to 


write. an amendment to the 
pending bill to distinguish be- 
tween the two types of nursing 
homes. 

The proposed code provides 


a broad range of &tructural | 


standards that must be met by 
nursing homes, requirés instal- 
me of safety devices and eés- 
tablishes safety regulations. It 
is intended to prevent recur- 
rence of a disaster like the 
Warrenton nursing home fire 
in which 72 persons were killed. 

The regulations cover such 
matters as fire stoppage de- 
vices, hazardous areas in nurs- 
ing homes, number of exits, 
kind of stairways, corridors and 
floors and many other matters. 


Plans New Agency. 


Gov. Blair announced he will 
recommend to the Legislature 
measures to set up a new state 
agency, tentatively called the 
Department of Safety and Fire 
Prevention, to enforce the new 
regulations.

The home was promptly li- 
censed after being inspected in 
January by representatives of 
the Division of Health, One sec- 
tion of the inspection report 
said: “This home is especially 
designed for a nursing home. It 
is clean, and patients receive

The Danes and Norwegians 
were assigne@ to the northern 
part of the strip, the Indians 
to the central sector and the 
Swedes and Colombians to the 
southern region.

The new program was dis- 
closed by Minister of Health 
Li Teh Chuan in a speech to 
the national committee of the 
Chinese peoples’ political con- | 
sulative conference. It was’ 
broadcast by Peiping radio. | 

China's population is estimat= 
ed at more than 600,000,000, |

Minister Li, a woman, “made | 
a strong plea for birth cgptrol | 
and planned families t@ im- 
prove the welfare and health 
of the people.” It said she

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

By now it has dawned on every- 
bedy concerncd—wiich I hope is 
cverybody—that ve cannot cope with 
the plight of our azed in need of 
nursing home care on the present 

recarious financial besis. 

At today’s building and financing 
costs, it is one man or woman in a 
thousand who could start and run 
a medically and structurally accept- 
able nursing home in return for the 
insufficient grants that are the only 
resource of most patients. 

On the other hand, we have mil- 
lions of dollars in state funds in- 
vested at 1 per cent interest in 
commercial banks. 

Now perhaps there would be a 
way to make some of these funds 
avoilable to nursing home owners 
et let us say 2 or 242 per cent mort- 
ccges for the construction or im- 
provement of nursing homes—either 
by prevailing persuasively on the 
favored banks to lend part cf these 
1 per cent windfall funds for this 
purpose and at this rate, or by help- 
ing the present and prospective 
nursing home owners in the state 
to incorporate their own banking in- 
stitution for this strictly limited op- 
eration, and by having the state in- 
vest part of its surplus money in 
such an institution. 

The necessary legal safeguards 
egcinst any possible abuse or she- 
manigans could be written into the 
law. 

Subsidy? Certainly. But who 
wold have a cause for complaint— 
cg:cept perhaps the similariv sub- 
sidized?

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

A recent letter signed by “Inde- 
pendent Voter” indicated that the 
person was “amazed and ashamed” 
that the president of the St. Louis 
N.A.A.C.P. voiced objections to the 
7-7-1 Charter proposal for the Board 
of Aldermen. The shame and amaze- 
ment was further aggravated by the 
fact that the writer said he was also 
a member of the N.A.A.C.P. 

At this point, I am not concerned 
with the pros .and cons of the 
Charter proposal, but rather with 
the dangerous and self-destructive 
notion that to oppose a prevailing 
and popular point of view is due 
cause for shame and amazement by 
an American, and especially one 
who is a member of the N.A.A.C.P.

Lobbyists in Control 


Are the Legislatures at Jefferson City and 
Springfield being conducted to meet the needs 
of the people of Missouri and Illinois—or are 
they being run for the benefit of paid lobbyists 
who have legislative axes to grind? 

The question is squarely before the two states 
now that bills to regulate lobbying have been 
pigeon-holed at both state capitals. ' 


In Missouri Republican State Senator Vincent \ 


E. Baker of Kansas City introduced a bill to 
require lobbyists to register and file monthly 
reports on their activities. Such regulation is 
needed, said the sponsor, “to keep selfish inter- 
est groups from riding roughshod over the pub- 
lic interest.” 

Senator Baker did. not condemn lobbyists 
indiscriminately. He said that many operate 
legitimately and perform a useful function of 
providing information and data on pending mat- 
ters. But he objected strenuously to the “para- 
sites” that hang “around the fringe of state 
government.” Certainly as the Kansas City 
legislator asserted, the people are entitled to 
know who the lobbyists are, what legislation 
they are for or against, and above all who is 
paying their salaries and expenses. 

After a brief hearing, the State Senate Judici- 
ary Committee, with Floyd R. Gibson, Democrat 
of Independence, as chairman, tucked the bill 
away. Unless public opinion makes itself felt, 
out of sight it will stay. There are four Senators 
rom the St. Louis area on the committee— 
enough to make certain, if these Senators insist, 
that the bill be reported out. The four are Sen- 
ators Kinney and’ Joynt of St. Louis and Crain 
of Crestwood and Davidson of Webster Groves. 

In Illinois the State Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee first recommended passage of a bill, in- 
troduced by Democratic Senator William J. 
Lynch of Chicago, to regulate lobbying. Now 
the Senate has returned the bill to the commit- 
tee largely because the lobbyists were opposed 
to it. John Harrington, lobbyist for the Illinois 
Manufacturers Association, is quoted as saying 
frankly that he was in Springfield “to beat the 
bill.” Other lobbyists, seeking to avoid controls 
of any kind, were in open opposition. With the 
bill stuck in a small subcommittee the situation 
is made to order for what Senator Lynch de- 
scribed as “all of the powerful influences of the 

, great and powerful lobbyists here today.” 

Are the lobbyists: going to get away with this 
at both Jefferson City and Springfield? Are 
the people whose interests are at stake going to 
let those who should be regulated fight off even 
the most elementary controls? 

Lobbyists in Washington are required by fed- 
eral law to register and file reports. If this is 
desirable in Washington—and most assuredly 
it is—it is every whit as desirable at the state 
capitals of Missouri and Illinois. 

These bills ought to be pried out of committee 
by public demand!

And apparently 
the lines are forming according to how members 
feel about present “tight money” policies of 
the Treasury and the Federal Reserve Board. 

We say this is unfortunate because the kind 
of long-range monetary study that is needed will 
be of value only if it is divorced from contro- 
versy over current policies and addressed to the 
basic, nonpolitical structure of our monetary 
system. The object should not be to convict or 
exonerate this particular Administration of mis- 
taken credit policies, but to determine whether 
the nation’s monetary machinery is adequate to 
promote both healthy expansion and economic 
Stability. 

It is not as if Congress would be deprived 
of the power to investigate Eisenhower mone- 
tary policies if a broader eitizens’ commission 
is authorized. The regular committees of both 
houses possess ample authority to do that job, 
and indeed Congressman Patman has been one 
of the most zealous practitioners in the field. 

But in addition to inquiries into how this 
Administration has used its monetary powers, 
the nation needs an inquiry into whether those 
powers and the whole financial system are ade- 
quate or inadequate, equitable or inequitable, 
effective or not effective. For this, a citizens’ 
commission which would include the leading 
‘ financial minds of both Congress and the finan- 
cial system is most appropriate and would com- 
mand the widest degree of confidence. , 

“Tight money” is politically unpopular and 


Congress is the natural focus for the discontent 
of those hurt by it. But tight money is a neces- 
sity at times if inflation is to be held in check, 
just as “loose money” is nécessary at other 
times to combat deflation. The object of a 
broad citizens’ inquiry should be to discover 
whether the tools of monetary policy in general 
are well suited to today’s economy. 
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Veto the Bankers’ Bill 


The Missouri Legislature has given Gov. 
‘Blair the bankers’ bill for investing idle state 
funds. It is certainly not the bill which voters 
thought they would get when they adopted 
constitutional Amendment No. 3 last November. 

This bill should be vetoed. 


As finally passed in the House by 123 votes 
to 15, after five amendments were defeated, the 
measure does permit the State Treasurer to 
decide how much idle state money should be 
placed in short-term government securities, and 
how much should be placed in time deposits 
in bartks. 

But the bill limits investmént of state money 
in the banks te 30-day-notice time deposits, and 
federal rules now prohibit banks from paying 
more than 1 per cent on such deposits. 

In short, the state is effectively prevented 
from earning more than 1 per cent interest on 
the bulk of its funds, and the banks are pro- 
tected from having to pay more than that mini- 
mum rate. That is why the Missouri Bankers’ 
Association fought so hard for the bill. 

“This bill,” says Representative A. Clifford 
Jones of St. Louis county, “undoes 90 per cent 
of the good accomplished by the constitutional 
amendment.” 


The voters who approved that amendment by 
3 to 1 did not expect the purpose to be twisted 
in the Legislature for special interests. The 
purpose was so clear that shortly after the 
referendum, Attorney General John M. Dalton 
ruled that the state could ihvest its funds at 
once. He said: 
Certainly it is not difficult to compre- 
hend the purpose of this amendment. It 
was to prevent the state’s losing so much 


money in the form of interest on revenue 
placed in banks. ... 


On the basis of the amendment and this rul- 
ing, the state has been investing its money. 
State Treasurer M. E. Morris has said he will 
keep about 40 millions in checking accounts for 
immediate purposes, some 50 millions in 300 
banks at 1 per cent interest, and up to perhaps 
27 millions in United States Treasury notes 
bearing from 1 to 3 per cent interest. 


The state can go right on investing its money 
in this manner if Gov. Blair vetoes the bankers’ 
bill. It has that authority under the constitu- 
tional amendment. A veto would cost the state 
nothing. 


But a veto would protect the public interest 
in getting the best available return on public 
money. That is why Gov. Blair cught to advise 
the legislators to write a new bill for the peorte 
and not for the bankers. 
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On to Dallas 


Congratulations are in order for. the St. Louis 
University basketball team for unexpected 
achievement, but just which achievement? Win- 
ning the Missouri Valley Conference champion- 
ship, or defeating the Oklahoma Aggies twice 
in one season? 

When Wichita clinched the title for the 
Billikens by defeating Bradley, that left the 
game with the Aggies what Robert Morrison 
termed “as sort of pleasant, sociable affair.”

The best 
things in basketball are not free; the Billikens 
earned their trip to Dallas. 
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Warm Welcome Awaits Mr. Beck 

Sheer devotion to public service, we learn, 
has been keeping Dave Beck, the boss-man of 
the Teamsters’ union, in Europe while some of 
the organization’s more extra-curricular activi- 
ties are being investigated by the McClellan 
Committee. 

Mr. Beck has been unable to oblige the inves- 
tigators with a little light on these matters since 
he has been planning to serve as one of the 
American representatives at an International 
Labor Organization meeting to be held in Ham- 
burg, Germany, later this month. 


But Secretary of Labor James P. Mitchell 
proved to be understanding enough not to bur- 
den Beck with this assignment, considering the 
circumstances. He has asked President George 
Meany of the AFL-CIO to nominate somebody 
else for the chore; and with the greatest of alac- 
rity Meany has agreed to do so. This leaves 
Beck quite free to perform his public service at 
home — as a witness before the McClellan 
Committee. , 


Meanwhile the union's secretary-treasurer, 
John F. English who has not always seen eye-to- 
eye with Beck, has ‘agreed to furnish the com- 
mittee with any union records it may want, The 
trouble is that those records probably do not 
contain all the information desired. That is 
why the committee would like to see, among 
other things, Beck's personal records. More 
than a little Teamsters’ money has gone through 
his hands, 

At best, however, records often are incom- 
plete or confusing. It helps when they are sup- 
plemented by personal explanations, especially 
by the top man. In view of Beck’s demonstrated 
availability for public service—even if it means 
a trip abroad—and his desire to be known as a 
“high type” citizen, he now has a wonderful 
opportunity to come home and explain all. 

Many people, including the rank and file of 
his union, want him to do just that. He is sure 
of a welcome. Will he hurry back to the United 
States? 
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The Collapsing Homes on Hopedale 

The plight of owners in the 1000 block of 
Hopedale drive, in Bellefontaine Neighbors, 
whose homes have collapsed since excavation 
work was done nearby in sttaightening a high- 
way, is pitiful indeed. Adjudication is required 
to restore their lost investments, by placing 
responsibility for the damage. Meanwhile, it 
appears that the several ruined and abandoned 
houses have become attractive nuisances. Chil- 
dren have been seen playirig in the basements 
beneath floors which might cave in on them at 
any time, Mrs. Allen Furfine, president of the 
Hathaway Hills-Riverview Terrace Improvement 
Association, reports. Surely some measures of 
police protection can be taken to insure that 
these damaged residences, which have already 
crushed so many hopes, shall not crush out some 


little lives as well.

The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Extracts from an 


Secretary of State John Foster Dulles 
was in a good deal of trouble at the 
start of his fifth year in office. 

Democratic Senators were question- 
ing his competence to conduct Amer- 
ican policy and calling for an investi- 
gation of his performance in the Middle 
East. Senator Alexander Wiley, the 
Republican doyen of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee, talked of 
the “disintegration” of bipartisan co- 
operation in foreign policy, which in 
the circumstances 
amounted to saying 
that confidence in 
the Secretary of 
State had disinte- 
grated (unjustifia- 
bly, in Wiley’s 
opinion). 

President Eisen- 
hower was impelled 
to restate his con- 
fidence in Dulles in 
the most glowing 
terms, as if his 
Secretary required 
the strongest pos- 
sible defense. 

But the argu- 
ments that swirled around Dulles in 
early 1957 were concerned mostly with 
him as an individual and with policy 
as policy. They did not extend to his 
total responsibility and performance as 
the fifty-first Secretary of State, and 
touched hardly at all on the great_in- 
strument of policy that he heads. 


Appraisal of Mr. Dulles 


“How good is John Foster Dulles?” 
was the question at public issué. Those 
who raised it had yet to begin asking 
how that traditional repository of 
American interest and power in the 
world, the Department of State itself, 
had fared in Dulles’s hands, which is 
also a question of paramount impor- 
tance. 

Under Cordell Hull in 1936, the de- 
partment had 753 employes in Wash- 
ington, supporting and directing the 
work of 3662 Americans and foreign 
nationals abroad. Under John Foster 
Dulles, as of Dec. 31, 1956, was a staff 
of 5882 in Washington and 5883 Amer- 
icans and $985 foreign nationals with 
the Foreign Service overseas. 


The man now burdened with these 
responsibilities is said to be “no ad- 
ministrator,” ‘“‘a terrible operator,” a 
lone virtuoso who has let the machin- 
ery of state go to pot. 

It is true that Dulles has neither 
liking nor talent for administration. 
But it does not follow that the organ- 
ization and management of the State 
Department have been neglected. 

At the specific direction of Dulles, 
the department and the Foreign Serv- 
ice have undergone the biggest organ- 
izational revolution in their history. The 
organization of the department itself 
is unquestionably in better shape today 
than it was when Dulles took over. 

It may seem wonderful that the de- 
partment gets managed at all. The fact 
that it does is due in great part to the

for Administration. Henderson is truly 
“Mister State Department.” Since he 
took over the department’s administra- 
tion in January 1955, Henderson has 
vitalized, directed, and—where neces- 
sary—moderated reforms that probably 
would have failed if he or someone else 
of his caliber and background had not 
been in the job. 

A truism that has baffled and frus- 
trated a long line of outsiders, includ- 
ing the present Secretary of State, is 
that the Department of State has to be 
managed from inside. Pervading the 
department and Foreign Service is a 
mystique—a proud sense of group suf- 
ficiency, the spirit of the clan. 


Loy Henderson has been able to 
master and use this spirit for the good 
of the department and the United States 
precisely because he personifies it. | 


The Wriston Revolution 


Henderson and the Secretary inces- 
santly struggle with one problem above 
all others: How to create enough points 
of effective authority to get the neces- 
sary work of the department done. This 
of course is the central problem of big 
government. But it can be said that 
in no other department have officials 
met with so much frustration in their 
efforts to keep their business under ef- 
fective executive control. 


In State, decisions affecting the work 
and policies of every other department 
and agency dealing with foreign affairs 
must be made almost hourly. 


But Henderson will be best remem- 
bered by the department and Foreign 
Service as the man who saw them 
through the revolution known as “Wris- 
tonization.” Dr. Henry M. Wriston, 
then president of Brown University, 
was chairman of a committee which in 
1954 recommended that the functional 
staffs of the department and Foreign 
Service be merged, and Henderson was 
placed in his present job primarily to 
carry out the Wriston program. 


Basic Tenets Struck Down 


The Wriston revolution struck down 
concepts that had been basic to Amer- 
ican diplomacy since the Department 
of’ State was founded in 1790. From 
their beginnings “the department” in 
Washington and the Foreign’ Service 
had been distinct entities. 


Looking back on the first Eisenhow- 
er years, one must credit the Depart- 
ment of State and its Foreign Service 
with durability. A new Administration, 
John Foster Dulles, the reduction in 
staff of 1953, Wristonization—all in all, 
the chief instrument of United States 
foreign policy has had to absorb quite 
a few shocks in the past four years. 
Today, however, it can be said that no 
policy, of the United States need fail 
because of inadequate execution. 

A strong policy, strongly directed, 
will find in the department and Foreign 
Service enough talent, dedication, and 
vigor to serve the necessary purposes 
of the United States. As the principal 
instrument of United States foreign 
policy, the department and its Foreign 
Service are “good enough,”

Bobby Hunter, dissolute princeling 
heir, overlord to a fabulous plantation, 
calls cousin Andrew Hunter home after 
the war to manage his failing affairs. 
Bobby is 5-foot-10, blond, and an irre- 
sponsible weakling. Andrew is 6-foot-7. 
overpowering, hard-drinking, a woman- 
winning hero. Arriving home after 10 
years Of obscurity, Andy is welcomed 
by the high-income spoiled set. He re- 
fuses to be converted to a creed of 
ex@ess and corruption and sweeps the 
plantation free -of sin. 

Heads must fall and bitter enemies 
be made in the process. As the villains 
fall to revenge, a 
final death-littered 
ending approaches 
Macbeth .propor- 
tions. Fortunately, 
at least one good 
man and one good 
woman survive. 
The Hunter empire 
will live on.

If the author says anything, it is that 
power and dominion breed hatred and 
corruption. This has been expressed 
many times before. It is not necessari- 
ly true and the present story suggests 
little that is new. 


This lack of an original, over-all di- 
rection nullifies the drama and excite- 
ment of certain isolated passages. Read- 
ability is not, in itself a sufficient claim 
to distinction. Here it provides the 
reader only a fleeting moment of 
warmth which itself yields to a longer 
interlude of passion and disillusion.

Council.” After being trained

NE of the most solemn ob- © 


ligations of any editor is to 

write or. edit news objec- 
tively, without slanting it in any 
way because of personal preju- 
dices of enthusiasms. This is 
often difficult, frequently a real 
struggle: but struggle we do ex- 
cept in one instance. When it 
comes to rice, ‘We frankly admit 
that wé caft’t be unbiased lor re- 
strained. 

We pull out all of the super- 
latives and go completely over- 
board, and there isn’t the slight- 
est use of struggling or pre- 
tending otherwise. Rice has 
been a favorite since our baby 
days and probably will continue 
to be when we are in a home 
for the aged. As amateur psy- 
chologists are so prone to ex- 
plain, practically everything 
“goes back to our childhood.” 
So blame it on a grandmother 
from the Deep South, if you 
will, but a culinary world with- 
out rice would be a dreary 
place indeed in our estimation. 

This explains why, when Na- 
tional Rice week takes its turn 
in the seemingly endless pro- 
cession of “weeks,” we whole- 
heartedly urge you to put rice 
right up at the top of your 
marketing list.

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On Audubon Tour 
A Trip to ‘Valley’ 
Region in Texas 
By Leonard Hall 


McALLEN, Tex. 

BELIEVE it was Gen. Nathan Bedford Forrest who 
| made the classic remark about getting there “first- 

est with the mostest,” though it is possible I am 
mistaken about this. It might have been attributed, at 
any rate, to the whole 
state of Texas, which 
likes to be the “first- 
est” and can often 
live up to its boast of 
having the “most- 
est.” It not only has 
the most acres, grant- 
ed a lot of them have 
mighty little on 
them; it has the most 
cattle, the most oll, 
the most cotton. It 
has the biggest 
drouths and water 
problems which can 
hardly be matched 
by anybody. It has a 
highly diversified 
terrain covering 267,- 
000 square miles in 
which you could lose 
practically all of the 
New England states. 
There is another thing of which Texas has the “most- 
est”—although this is something about which the ma- 
jority of Texans could hardly care less. The total 
number of bird species known to occur in the United 
States is 720, of which 540 can be found in one part 
or another of Texas. This is more than can be found 
in any other state, and the reasons are not hard to 
understand. In Texas you find elevations ranging from 
sea-level to more than 8000 feet. You have habitats 
including the Coastal Plains, the Great Plains, the 
semi-arid desert and the semi-tropical climate of Mex- 
ico. You find marshes, beaches, coastal islands, prai- 
ries, fresh and salt water and many kinds of forest. 
In addition to the resident birds of these varied habi- 
tats, you find countless species wintering in Texas 
and countless others passing through on migration. 
Texas is, in other words, nothing short of an ornithol- 
ogists paradise. 


x *« * 


WE HAD AN OPPORTUNITY last weekend to trav- 
el into some country which was, as far as bird-finding 
is concerned, entirely new to us. One of our Audubon 
lecture points was McAllen, far down in “The Valley” 
close to where the Rio Grande joins the Gulf of Mex- 
ico. Our route from San Antonio to Brownsville ran 
through country which has known little rain for seven 
years; a drouth so severe that even large live oaks and 
century old mesquites have given up and died.. Both 
farming and ranching have been hard going and the 
fortunate landowners are those with a few oil wells 
pumping away for them. Toward afternoon we drove 
through the vast stretches of million-acre King Ranch 
where the big, cherry red Santa Gertrudis cattle graze; 
and even here where much work has been done on 
pastures there were signs that the grass has been bad- 
ly hurt. Yet in this drouth-stricken country things 
were looking up considerably, for much of the area 
has enjoyed several inches of rain since we came into 
the state. Incidentally, on King Ranch pastures we 
saw flocks of snow geese grazing, along with other 
species of geese and a few sandhill cranes. 

* * 


BROWNSVILLE on Saturday night has many char- 
acteristics of a Mexican city. The streets are crowded 
with Spanish-Americans and Spanish seems the uni- 
versal language, so that you have the feeling of being 
in a foreign land. Voices are soft and musical and 
amiles come readily to the faces of children and old 
men with white hair and long mustaches. The music 
you hear on all sides is the music of Mexico. The fes- 
tival known as “Charro Days” which Brownsville cele- 
brates each year with its neighboring city of Mata- 
moros across the Rio Grande was just beginning and 
there was the feeling of festival in the air. 
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THERE ARE TWO interesting Fedéral Wildlife Ref- 
uges in the Brownsville area. One is the Laguna Ata- 
scosa, some 35,000 acres of coastal prairie; salt flats, 
low ridges with a typical growth of cactus and such 
thorny shrubs as mesquite and Texas ebony, and sev- 
eral bodies of water ranging from big Laguna Atascosa 
to small “resacas” or cut-offs from former channels of 
the Rio Grande. We drove to the refuge on a morn- 
ing when showers alternated with drenching down- 

urs and so were handicapped in our observation of 
the rich variety of bird life. Yet to our growing list 
we added the white-tailed kite, Audubon’s caracara, 


white ibis, long-billed curlew, reddish egret, pelican, * 


ground dove and a number of others. 
a ie 


NEXT DAY on the way to ‘McAllen up the Rio 
«Grande valley through a country of irrigated truck 
farms and citrus groves, we stopped an an even more 
interesting, though smaller, Federal Wildlife Refuge. 
This is the Santa Ama, an area of some 2000 acres 
which lies between tle levee and the Rio Grande and 
is one of the few places in the United States which 
gives an idea of what the bird life of Mexico is like. 
One reason for this is that the refuge land has been 
little disturbed through the years and so supports the 
original flora of the river valley. This includes, among 
its typical species, the Texas ebony, tepeguajes, hui- 
sache, mesquite, hackberry, red elm anda thick growth 
of vines and shrubs, as well as many flowers. We had 
brought our lunch and so drove into the jungle along 
a refuge road and added a half-dozen birds to our 
“life list’ as we ate. These included the beautiful 


white-fronted dove, gold-fronted and ladder-backed 
woodpeckers. Then George Unland, the refuge man- 
ager, joined us with his binoculars and together we 
saw the road runner, a half-dozen of the noisy cha- 
chalacas, the gray tailed cardinal, and the big Mex- 
fiean black hawk. Another typical bird which we heard 
‘ but couldn't locate in the dense foliage was,the Derby 
flycatcher. There are countless others to be found at 
Santa Ana, including the red-billed pigeon and groove- 
‘billed ani which West Indians call the “black witch.” 
But time ran out and we left with a resolve to come 
back when we could spend several days in this land of 
almost perpetual summer.

Here Are Some Ways to Make It as Delicious as It Is Healthful

T’S A funny thing about liver. 
The butchers used to give it 
way. Some people ate it and 
a lot of others thought it was 
strictly for the eat. It took the 
diet experts and the meat pack- 
ers several deca - to teach 
poset about liver, ahd then it 
came expensive... — 


But although they t the 
Little Woman to buy it and eat 
it, they never got around to 
teaching her how ‘to cook it. 
She learned that it was packed 
to the brim. with all sorts of 
things that build bone and 
muscle and calm the nerves, 
but she never learned’ that it 
could also be delicious, As long 
as it’s so good for you,. she 
seemed to figure, what differ- 
ence does it make what it tastes 
like? All you have t@ do is cook 
it. Douse it with a liftle flour, 
throw it in the skillét’and fry 
it to a frazzle. 


Friend husband, who had also 
become educated on the subject 
of liver, went ahead and ate it 
on the theory that anything that 
good for you wasn’t supposed 
to taste good. As a result it 
took people almost as long to 
learn how to cook liver as it 
took them to learn to eat it. 
Some haven't learned yet. 


They don’t know that liver 
doesn’t have to be cooked until 
it's as hard and dry as a fried 
leather glove. That it only needs 
to be gently sauted in butter 
until it is browned, and then 
cooked the rest of the way slow- 
ly, with a little water in the 
pan. And the cooking should 
stop long before the liver dries 
out. Just because a piece of 
liver is still moist and tender 
all the way through doesn't 
mean it isn’t done. A light dust- 
ing of flour is all right to be- 
gin with, but it isn’t necessary. 
Also, liver can be placed under 
the broiler and broiled gently 
until it is done through, with 
just butter, salt and pepper for 
seasoning. 

Take the pan off the fire, but 
keep it warm. In another pan 


: brown a chopped onion lightly, 


add a tablespoon of flour and 
stir in half a cup of white wine, 
a teaspoon of sugar and a table- 
spoon of lemon juice. Stir it

Put the liver slices in a dish 
and cover them with the cooled 
liquid. Let stand in the refrig- 
erator overnight and next day 
drain the liver, saving the 
liquid. Lard the liver with four 
Strips of salt pork, one to a 
slice. Now saute two large slic- 
ed onions in hot fat, and then 
add the liver, browning it on 
each side. Add half a bay leaf 
and six cloves and sprinkle a 
teaspoon of flour over the meat. 

Now take your vinegar liquid 


“and boil it down to about two 


cups and add it gradually to the 
liver, which is cooking over a 
low flame. Keep it covered and 
let it simmer for about half an 
hour.

a restaurant chef who knows | 


how to cook a piece of liver, 
but ordinarily if a man orders 
liver he takes his chances. Be- 
cause it’s almost impossible to 
order it in a way to get it right. 
Ask for it rare, and they cook 
it like a rare steak, seared on 


the outside, raw in the middle. 


Ask for it broiled, and you get 
it burned. Ask for it cooked 
gently, so it’s just done, but 
no done-er, and they don’t know 
what you're talking about. The 
safest thing, if you like liver, 
is to learn to cook it yourself. 
Here’s another suggestion: 

Wash a calf liver, soak it 
three or four hours and wash it 
again. Remove the skin, slice it 
as thin as you like it, and sprin- 
kle it with salt, pepper and just 
a smidgin of ground cloves. Roll 
it lightly in flour, and brown 
it quickly on both sides.

Wartime Service in the Bahamas 


Duke Served as Governor While Duchess Kept Busy With Red Cross and Service Canteen 


Twenty-third installment con- 
densed from the book, “The 
Heart Has Its Reasons,” the 
autobiography of the Duchess 
of Windsor.

E sailed from Lisbon for 
W the Bahamas on Aug. 
1940. Gray Phillips agreed 
to continue in David's service 
as comptroller, and George 
Wood offercd to accompany 
David as an aide as long as 
David needed him. Much would 
be expected of David and even 
more of me as the wife of the 
Governor. And I was anxious to 
do well for David’s sake, know- 
ing how much he’ wanted to 
make a success of his new post. 


On Aug. 17, we landed at Nas- 
sau. David had been on the 
bridge while the ship entered 
the harbor, and the Captain had 
picked out Government House— 
our future home. When I came 
on deck, David pointed out to 
me a large, rambling building 
on a green knoll. “Darling, there 
it is. Our home for the dura- 
tion.” 


At that distance it looked not 
unlike a substantial Southern 
plantation house, with spacious 
verandas, jalousied windows and 
surrounded by palm _ trees. 
Though the heat from the shore 
struck me like a blast from a 
suddenly opened oven, that first 
prospect was promising. In an 
instant we were caught up in 
the pageantry of an official wel- 
come. After the ceremonies, 
which included David's taking 
the oath of office, we were 
driven to Goverrment Houser. 

The wives of the leading cit!- 
zens had done all they could to 
give the house a festive lock, 
filling every room with bright 
tropical flowers. The wives of 
the officials showed us through 
the house and tried to make us 
feel at home. But the flowers 
could not disguise the need for 
fresh paint, and the late Vic- 
torian mahogany furniture bore 
the impress of many Governors 
and their families. 


’ 

After a week, we decided that 
we could not live there until 
the building was renovated. The 
Legislative Assembly had in 
fact appropriated some money 
for essential repairs, and now 
voted an additional though mod- 
est sum toward the repairs and 
for the addition of a badly 
needed wing; David and I paid 
for the decorating ourselves. 

That winter of 1940-41 was 
our quietest period of the war. 
Except for the . short-wave 
broadcasts from London and 
the news programs from Miami 
one might almost have forgot- 
ten that Europe’s nightmare 
still continued. :

AVID, from his long experi- 
Pence in official life,was able 

to fit himself easily into his 
duties as Governor; and some- 
what to my surprise and pleas- 
ure I was soon at home with those 
activities which devolve upon a 
Governor's wife. By reason ot 
that position Ifound myself au- 
tomaticaly president of the local 
Red Cross and honorary presi- 
dent of the local branch of the 
Daughters of the British Em- 
pire. With the Battle of Britain 
at its height and fighting-inten- 
sifying in the Middle East, these 
duties increasingly occupied my 
days. 

Also, as I came to understand 
colonial politics — and they 
could erupt, I discovered, as 
violently in the local parlia- 
ment as in the Mother of Par- 
liaments at Westminster — I 
realized that I could best help 
David by cementing friendly re- 
lations with the wives of the 
leaders in all factions. My ex- 


' perience in the. Bahamas con- 


firmed my long-time belief that 
a well-chosen dinner is one of 
the surest eradicators of polit- 
ical friction. 


A few months after Pearl 
Harbor, Nassau got its first real 
taste of war. The U-boats sid- 
denly appeared in the Carib- 
bean and off the Florida coast, 
to prey on the tankers and ore 
boats coming up from South 
America. In the space of 10 
days five shipwrecked crews 
landed in Nassau. With the 
other ladies of the Red Cross, 
I did what I could to make 
them comfortable. As that ter- 
rible spring wore on we began 
to receive some truly heart- 
wrenching cases—men who had 
drifted for days without food 


or water under the searing 


tropical sun. 

Now everything came with a 
rush. Under the lend-lease pro- 
gram a large American con- 
struction company moved into 
the island to begin building a 
large airfield, later named 
Windsor Field, for the joint use 
of the United States Air Trans- 
port Command and the Royal 
Air Force Coastal Command. 
With the tourist trade cut off, 
the whole economy of the 
island became dependent upon 
these and other war activities. 
This economic upheaval grave- 
ly complicated David's job. 

In addition to the worries 
that beset his official life dur- 
ing the year 1942,. David also 
suffered two personal sorrows. 
In January the Duke of Con- 
naut, his beloved Uncle Arthur, 
died at the age of 92. Then in 
August came word that his fa- 
vorite brother Geotge, Duke of 
Kent, had been killed in an air- 
plane crash in Scotland. I had 
hoped that under the impact 
these two blows so 


proved not enough. 
By the end of summer the 
airfield was becoming usable; 
the RAF began to pour in. Be- 
fore long there were 4000 offi- 
cers and airmen stationed there 
in connection with the Coastal 
Command’s training program. 
In addition, the United States 
Army Air Force sent in a siz- 
able detachment to service the 
Air Transport Command's op- 
erations at Windsor Field.

men on our small island natur- 
ally confronted us with the 
problem of devising wholesome 
recreation facilities for them. 
Some sort of canteen seemed 
the answer, and wondering how 
best to go about it, I asked 
David's advice. 


“Nothing much to it,” he said 
casually. ‘First, you set up a 
Finance Committee, then a Food 
Committee, and, of course, an 
Entertainment Committee. Nat- 
urally, as my wife, you'll be 
chairman ex officio of the whole 
thing, and so I'd suggest you 
ask one of your more energetic 
and efficient friends to serve as 

our executive secretary. Ac- 


ually, she'll be your wheel 
horse.” 
“But, David,” I protested, 


“I've never orgamized anything, 
not even a bridge club.” 


David laughed. “You just 
start—you'll be surprised how 
quickly things will solve them- 
selves.” 


David's confidence steadied 
me, and I plunged ahead, As 
he had predicted, my canteen 
eventually came into being, 
though it took a lot more doing 
on my part than David's blithe 
formula had indicated. 


Now, I scarcely had a spare 
moment. Every morning at the 
Red Cross, from 9 o'clock until 
noon; each afternoon at the 
Canteen. Here I did a little of 
everything; but I found that my 
real talent was as a short-order 
cook. I never kept track of the 
number of orders of bacon and 
eggs that I served up, but on 
the basis of 40 an afternoon, 
and 365 afternoons a year for 
nearly three years I arrive at a 
rough total of about 40,000. And 
that’s a lot of eggs. 


Everyone was considerate of . 


me; everyone helped. I was 
busier than I had ever been; 
but each day, with its continu- 
ing chores, brought the satisfac- 
tion of useful work gladly done, 
I had come to these people as 
an utter stranger; now I felt al- 
most as if I had always been 
part of their lives and they of 
mine. : 

By early 1944, the war had 
begun to move away from our 
island shores. The U-boats had 
been driven back into the mid- 
Atlantic; the American Rangers 
who had been training for the 
battle of Europe and the British 
Commandos who had been pre- 
paring for the invasion of Bur- 
ma had moved out.

All 
that his friend Winston Church- 
ill could do for him was to 
offer the governorship of Ber- 
muda. 


David could see that this 
would be only exchanging one 
miktary backwater for another. 
Bitterly disappointed, he de- 
clined the Bermuda offer and 
decided to finish out his war 
service where he was. It was 
clear now that David's family 
were determined to keep him 
relegated to the farthermost 
reaches of the Empire. This at- 
titude was not unexpected by 
me; I realized nonetheless how 
disappointed he must have been 
at heart. Some considerable 
time before, I had decided en- 
tirely on my own volition and 
without his knowledge to make 
one last try to reach his mother 
and to heal the breach between 


them.

It was 
no great feat for East to know 
to let declarer’s queen hold and 
to win the second round, East 
continued with hearts and 
South couldn't move. His own 
hand and dummy might as well 
have been in two separate 
worlds. Dummy’s three good 
spades had to die on the vine 
and South couldn’t take more 
than seven tricks for down two, 


South should have started 
thinking about that badly need- 
ed entry to dummy’s spades 
right at the start of things, 
knowing for sure that the op- 
ponents wouldn't be foolish 
enough to win the first spade. 
The only possibility lay in that 
heart queen, With that as a 
starting point South could have 
reasoned that winning the first 
heart trick with the jack re- 
moved all hope of ever getting 
to dummy with hearts. But by 
winning the first trick with the 
ace, retaining the jack and a 
small one, dummy could be 
reached via the queen on the 
third round of the suit pro- 
vided West held the king, as 
seemed likely.

The later wars have 
brought other changes to 
Charleston. Between World 
> Wars I and II, for exam- 
ple, northern millionaires 
bought up old plantations 
for private shooting pre- 
serves. Most of these have now been converted to industrial 
or commercial uses. The Oaks Plantation, established in 
1680 by Edward Middleton, is now being partly blocked out 
as a residential subdivision north of the city. 

But nothing about Charleston's society today can be un- 
derstood without an appreciation of the old Charlestonian’s 
deep feeling that, no matter who won the “Confederate 
War,” Charleston lost it. Charlestop’s society has never 
been the same—and, paradoxically, it has never been more 
narrowly like itself. 

The one recent change in Charleston's social life that 
is cited by virtually every one is the loss by the St. Cecelia 
Society of its role as dictator of the debutante system. 


St. Cecelia Society Established in 1737. 

HE organization came into being as an amateur musical 

group in 1737. Its structure became formalized in 1762, 

making it thus second in age only to the Philadelphia 
Dancing Assemblies (1748) as a sponsor of exclusive balls. 
When President James Monroe visited Charleston in 1819, 
the St. Cecelia concert became a concert and dance. Three 
years later, the concert was dropped altogether. 

The St. Cecelia Ball became by all odds the highlight of 
the social season in Charleston. It was and still is managed 
by an all-male board. The women of a member's family are 
automatically placed “on the list” for life. There was a rigid 
protocol—and no publicity, even in the local papers. 

Most importantly, the ball was the only place at which 
a debutante might make her bow in Charleston. 

And that is the one thing that has changed. Ironically, 
the easing of the system a year or 80 ago stems from a 
tightening of the society's rules for membership, whereby ' 
direct descent from father to son was mate the only way a fe ¥ Ph ego run of “My 
man could get into the organization.

My 
hostess was a little girl at the 
time, living in Saint-Pierre with 
her widowed mother, brother 
and sisters; this is her account 
of the disaster as she told it 
to me one afternoon while we 
drank our tea at Morne Rouge 
at the base of Mount Pele.

WELL, YOU KNOW people 
used to go to picnic af the top 
of Mount Pele because there 
was a beautiful ice-cold lake 
there. During the Easter vaca- 
tion in 1902, the water in the 
lake turned warm, then hot. By 
the end of April it had dried 
up and a little smoke was com- 
ing out where the lake had 
been. 


On May 2, at five in the 
afternoon, as I came out of 
school I saw a most beautiful 
sight—an immense white cloud, 
lighted by the rays of the sun, 
seemed to be rising from the 
crater. Everybody was out in 
the street to look at it. 

At 11 o'clock that night, deto- 
nations like thunder, followed 
by flashes of light, came from 
the mountain, and fine ashes 
began to fall like rain; by morn- 
ing the ashes lay several inches 
deep over the town, and people 
went about with their umbrellas 
up. By Sunday the fall of ash 
had ceased, but the detonations 
continued. 

On Monday at one in the 
afternoon a stream of lava 
flowed down from Mount Pele, 
destroying the village of Ste.- 
Philomele and the distillery 
Guerin. Mr. Guerin and his son 
and daughter-in-law were in the 
factory; he ran out a door to 
the left and escaped, the son 
and his wife ran out through 
a door on the right and were 
never seen again. At the same 
time as the lava flow, there 
was an immense tidal . wave 
which swept up over the city 
and then withdrew. 

A few hours later we left by 
boat for Fort-de-France because 
all services were disrupted at 
Saint-Pierre and we could no 
longer get fresh milk for my 
little brother who was ill. I re- 
member setting my doll up on 
a chair before we left. 

Mr. Guerin was on the 
boat, sitting on a trunk, his 
head in his hands. Maman went 
over to him, and asked, “Is it 
true, what they say, monsieur?” 
And he answered, “Only too 
true, madame.”

Well, at‘ that same hour my 
older sister Henriette and I 
were at mass in Fort-de-France.
